As a Christian college with a firm 
purpose to remain true to the funda- 
mentals of God's Word, Bryan Uni' 
versity is seeking to implant those 
truths deeply in the hearts of its 
young people and also to prepare 
them to declare that message to others. 

For several years between 1937 and 
1941 groups of gospel singers were 
sent out from the school during the 
summer with an itinerary which in- 
eluded many states. Wartime trans- 
portation limitations discouraged this 
phase of testimony and publicity, but 
its possibilities have been reconsidered 
for the ensuing summer months. A 
recent survey among present students 
revealed that quite a number have 
l>ecn encouraged to come to Bryan 
through the contact with gospel sing- 
ers, thus giving substantial evidence 
of the value of renewing this channel 
of extension work. 

Under faculty supervision a quar- 
tette of girls is being trained in antici- 
pation of a trip which will include 
visits in Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, 
Michigan, and perhaps a few other 
bordering states. Contacts for this 
summer arc now being made by Mr. 
Zimmerman through correspondence 
with pastors and Christian workers. 
The quartette is composed of three 
girls from Ohio and one from Florida; 
namely, La Verne Howland, Vivian 
McBride, Catherine Marshall, and 
Hazel Nell Geiger, who will be ac- 
companied by their faculty sponsor, 
Miss Rebecca Peck, an alumna of '40 
who herself traveled with the gospel 
singers in her student days. 

Realizing that there arc still many 
difficulties to overcome, we shall 
greatly appreciate your prayer support 
for this group of ambassadors for 
Christ who will be glad to tell of the 
Lord's wo-k at Bryan University.

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A CHARGE TO KEEP 

The veteran missionary, pastor and 
teacher had a joy similar to that en- 
trusted to many of God's servants. 
He had found a man among many 
young men that was interested in 
God's work — and faithful to Christ. 
He had given his life to the Lord in 
consecrated service. He had become 
a trusted fellow-laborer with the 
Apostle Paul, who wrote him thus: 
"This charge I commit unto thee, son 
Timothy . . . that thou mightest war 
a good warfare; holding faith, and a 
good conscience." 

You will note that there are three 
things mentioned here to be consid- 
ered by Timothy and by each of us, 
as we search our own lives. 

First of all, "that thou mightest 
fight a good warfare." Do you con- 
sider the importance of this directive? 
This, surely, is not "peace at any 
price." This is "contending for the 
faith." (Jude 3) This is dropping 
everything and going "all out" for 
the defense of the gospel, and again, 
tlv’s is the kind of business wherein, 
if we so "war a good warfare" we 
cannot be entangled in the affairs of 
this life. This is "resisting the devil" 
that he might flee from us!!! 

Second, "Holding faith." Beloved, 
are you holding faith in God, in the 
Lord's people, in His work — generally 
and here at Bryan? Frankly, let us 
confess that here at Bryan we have 
had a continual warfare. It has lasted 
over the years. This past year has 
been no exception. However, our 
confidence is that "Greater is he that 
is in us than he that is in the world." 
We are not discouraged. We are 
rejoicing in the Lord. We here are 
holding faith. 

Our faith is built on nothing less 
than Jesus' blood and righteousness. 

Third, "a good conscience." That 
we would so live day by day that 
there might be no regrets — no cause 
to be ashamed! How easy it is to talk 
slanderously, "to throw mud," but 
do we consider how un-Christianlike

THE BUILDING — 

PLANS AND PROGRESS 

The floor plans shown in the ac- 
companying drawing will give a pic- 
ture of the progress made in the past 
years. Without any exceptionally 
large gifts for building, but by the 
process of setting aside a percentage 
of the regular gift income each year, 
plus a number of smaller gifts des- 
ignated for the purpose, progress, 
slow hut steady, has been made on 
the enclosing and putting to use of 
the Administration Building. 

A chart of this sort can represent 
achievements, hut it cannot show the 
many hours of labor, the sacrificial 
gifts, and the prayers that have made 
it possible. In all truth, it is not 
we that have done it — it is of the 
Lord, and to Him we give the praise. 

Now we look to the future. On 
the drawing of the main floor, in 
dotted outline, we indicate the next 
proposed unit of construction. More, 
perhaps, than any single unit of con- 
struction heretofore done, this unit 
will add to the appearance of the 
Administration Building. It will 
complete substantially the main floor 
of the building, taking away the un- 
finished look of a floor completed less 
than half of the building length.
